The Chinese situation was under­ 
stood to have been the only subject 
of discussion by the cabinet today. 
Cabinet officials were said to regard 
existing conditions in China as very 
serious. They described the attitude 
of this government as being wining 
to do everything becoming a great 
powder and a great citizenship in the 
face of a grave danger. 
The first consideration of

Explanations Be Given On 
Sowing and Culture 
* To The Visitors. 


(By Farm Agent) 


Anyone Interested in the growing 
of alfalfa is invited to join the tour 
of alfalfa growers* next Friday af­ 
ternoon, May 25th. 
The tour will 
start from the Farm Bureau office at 
1:30 P. M. 
Among the places to be visited will 
be William Romig’s alfalfa field, five 
miles west of Sedalia, 
where 
the 
visiters will see common alfalfa and 
Grimm alfalfa growing in the same 
field. 
The visitors will also see al­ 
falfa growing on land that a great 
many people would condemn as unfit 
for alfalfa. 
The soil 
type 
found 
where this alfalfa is growing is of 
the Crawford silt loam. This type of 
soil is found in small Quantities west 
of Sedalia but most of it is found 
north and northeast of Sedalia. 
It 
is commonly called “molatto” soil. 
Another place that will be visited 
will be the farm of Mr. E. B. Helman 
whose farm joins the south side of 
the Missouri State Fair grounds. Mr. 
Helman has fifteen acres of alfalfa 
which made a splendid yield last 
year. 
The soil type found where 
this 
alfalfa is growing is of the Oswego 
silt loam which is characteristic of 
the soil running southwest from Se­ 
dalia to Windsor. 
Persons interest­ 
ed in growing alfalfa on this type of 
soil will do well to visit Mr. Hol­ 
man’s field. 
A visit will also be made to Mr. T. 
R. Fleming’s farm, two miles north 
of Sedalia on the Osage street road. 
Mr. Fleming has some alfalfa that 
was seeded last fall and from every 
appearance will make a good yield 
this year. 
Mr. Roy Petty’s farm just one mile 
southwest of Sedalia on the Oswego 
silt loam soil will also be visited. 
His alfalfa was sown last fall and 
in this 
particular 
lot 
he left 
a 
strip unlimed. 
Mr. Howard Melton’s farm, form­ 
erly the R. J. Hausam place, about 
one and one-half miles off the Dres­ 
den road will also be vi-Ded. 
This 
alfalfa was sown last fall by Mr. 
J. Hausam and the ground was thor­ 
oughly limed and fertilized 
before 
seeding. 
Anyone who is interested in get 
ting first hand Information on prac­ 
tical methods of growing alfalfa in 
Pettis county should take advantage 
of this tour. 
A large number of 
people have expressed 
their inten­ 
tions of sowing some alfalfa this fall. 
It is with the idea of giving these 
people some first hand information 
from the growers this tour is plan­ 
ned. 
Such questions as the kind of seed 
to use. the amount per acre, inocula­ 
tion, liming, phosphates, when to cut 
the alfalfa, culture of the field and 
any other questions asked will be 
answered. 
If you want to go on this tour and 
have no means of transportation an 
effort will be made to provide for 
transportation from Sedalia for any 
one who want to go.

lower basis. 
Prices sr© generally 
lower in the country than

weeks back. 
Deliveries of cream to the cream­ 
eries during the week show a season­ 
able increase, although a little be­ 
low th© volume delivered the sam© 
week last year. 
This is accounted 
for by the backward season. Produc­ 
tion for the first four months of the 
year exceeded that of the same per­ 
iod a year ago and undoubtedly the 
make will increase rapidly from now 
on and equal or exceed last year's 
figures. 
The butter market is closing

little easier, Chicago 90 aer© Stand­ 
ards being quoted at 41 cents, as 
compared with 42 cents a week ago 
and 34*4 cents a year ago.

sell, and as the supply is increasing 
there will be a greater difference be­ 
tween top and lower scores. It is im 
portent that producers realise that to 
bring top prices, butter must score 
at least 90 points.

BEING MODERNIZED 
---------- 
AMSTERDAM, May 22.—Confront­ 
ed with a housing shortage after the j 
war. Holland undertook to remedy 
the situation with three fundamental 
ideas in mind, efficiency, 
economy 
and beauty. 
The government gave subsidies. At 
first these were ?1,000.00 a house; to­ 
day with building material cheaper 
the rate is ?125.00. 
No people are 
able to make money go as far as are 
the Dutch, even when it Is public 
money. Jobbery seems to be prac­ 
tically unknown—on 
anything 
ap­ 
proaching the American scale, at all 
events. 
But although the work has 
been done economically, Amsterdam 
has been transformed. 
The old Amate*dam with its 
pic­ 
turesque 
and narrow 
streets 
and 
lanes, its narrow canals in the city 
and Its larccr surrounding canals, is 
spreading out into new suburbs with 
wide roads and fine avenues 
and 
parks. Holland’s best architects are 
cooperating with the town council 
to build the best houses at the low­ 
est possible cost. 
The architects concerned have tak­ 
en pride In obtaining the most 
de- 
llgluful effects with the 
cheapest 
material. 
It is not what housing 
has 
cost the city 
that they 
talk 
about, but how much it has saved the 
city. 
That is the Dutch brand 
of 
civic pride. 
Great attention has been paid to 
what may be called the rebuilding of 
Amsterdam to provide dwellings for 
the working 
and middle 
classes. 
They mark a great advance over 
such houses as are usually teund In 
continental cities. 
The number of 
houses built 
in Amsterdam 
since 
1914 has now reached over 
20,000, 
and even more extensive and finely 
planned 
suburban 
scheme*, 
have 
been approved.

BERLIN. 
May 22.—Women 
stu­ 
dents at Heidelberg University are 
very unhappy because they are not 
permitted to engage in duelling. All 
the other privileges of the male stu­ 
dents have been accorded the wom­ 
en, but the faculty has decided that 
it is not advisable for women to slash 
each other’s cheeks and scalps with 
swords, and the six hundred women 
students don’t like the ruling. They 
insist they have the same rights as 
their brothers to engage in sword 
contests if they choose to do so. 
The duelling season is now at Its 
height In Heidelberg, many students 
may be seen on the streets with gash­ 
es on their cheeks and scalps, many 
of which are so deep that they have 
to bo drawn together with sutures. 
The students are so proud of their 
wounds that they always wear them 
uncovered. 
Women have 
been 
admitted to 
Heidelberg ainee 1890 and now num­ 
ber about onefifth of all its attend­ 
ance. 
They ar© in all the depart­ 
ments. While the women have vari­ 
ous verelns, they have no clubs which 
have houses like the men have had 
for centuries. The women appar­ 
ently do not organize into sororities. 
as American university women do, 
but divide into groups along religious 
lines.

'T'H E things that food does for 
x us ars Important—first it gen­ 
erates heat, that keeps the body 
warm;

processes, such as the heart action, 
digestion, 
respiration

involuntary functions. It rebuilds 
and repairs the rundown tissues, 
stores up reserve fuel for illnesses 
or sudden demands in emergency, 
and gives us energy to walk, think 
and do nil kinds of physical and 
mental work. 
While the amount of food may 
vary, every adult needs sufficient 
food 
to cover all 
these 
bodily 
needs. 
We find that the average adult 
needs three thousand to thirty- 
seven hundred calories a day. As 
a calorie must be changed to a 
more 
common 
measurement 
for 
daily use by the housewife, it has 
been 
found 
that a baked apple 
equals one hundred calories, one 
orange the same, one-half of a 
grapefruit, one-half cupful of ap­ 
ple sauce, two or three prunes with 
two tablespoonfuls of juice, one 
cupful of dry cereal, or one and 
three-fourths or less of the cooked 
wheat or cornmeal, one-fourth of a 
cupful of scrambled egg, two smell 
cooked eggs, four thin slices of 
bacon, one slice of French ton*!, 
two slices of bread, one table­ 
spoonful of sugar, one tablespoon­ 
ful of butter. 
With the above as a basis one 
may portion the amount needed 
for the three mcsls and form some 
Idea of the amount each individual 
needs.

TO TALES OF OLD I 


By the Associated Pi aas. 
PARIS, May 22.—The romance of 
secret foreign agents la ag much 
alive in Europe today as in the story 
book tales of European court life in 
ages past. 
Remnants of the Ger­ 
man espionage system are supposed 
to be active in France and every 
now and then the French police run 
across traces of its workings. 
The 
French government appears to have 
brought to a high degree of perfec­ 
tion its political intelligence service 
In Germany. 
This extends even to 
the inner governing group, and 
is 
looked upon as explaining the fact 
that Chancellor Cuno’s recent note 
on reparations was known not only 
in substance but in part textually 
considerably in advance of Its final 
approval in Berlin. 
These agents 
often are In a superior social posi­ 
tion; at other times they are engag­ 
ed in confidential work for the Ger­ 
man government itself and frequent­ 
ly they operate much as did those 
strange characters described In old 
European court memoires.

JEFFERSO N CITY, MO., May 22. 
—During the last year, 47,000 single 
and young married men left Mis­ 
souri farms for other occupations, 
and during the same period only 24,- 
000 men came to take their places, 
according to a survey just completed 
by Jewell Mayes and E. A. Logan 
of the Federal-State Crop Reporting 
Service. 
“These 
47,000 
men 
left 
the farm seeking higher wages and 
shorter hours, together with a de­ 
sire for w hat they considered better 
jobs and more favorable working 
conditions,” the joint report made 
public today declared. 
The wish to 
be a part of the activities of the 
larger towns and cities is given as 
another reason for 
the 
general 
exodus from the farms. 
“These thousands of men left to 
engage 
in 
mining, 
work 
in 
saw' 
mills, on railroads and in machine 
shops .on highways, in the oil fields, 
packing houses, automobile and shoe 
factories and engage 
in 
clerical 
work in towns and cities. 
A large 
portion went to St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph, but a consider­ 
able cum ber went beyond the con­ 
fines of Missouri and are lost to the 
state, at least for the present,” the 
report said. 
“Missouri 
farms 
are 
adjusting 
themselves to this situation by shift­ 
ing grain fields to hay and pasture, 
by increased use of tractors on hand 
and 
a fuller utilization of other 
£arm machinery,” the report declar­ 
ed. 
This yexr tho farm ers are at­ 
tempting to raise crops requiring as 
little labor as possible. 
They also 
p a n , according to the report, to 
exchange work with one another and 
to change their cropping sysfems 
that the work may be spread over 
an entire season, thus making it 
possible for the family to do the 
greater part of the farm work. 
The southeastern cotton counties 
are the only localities reporting an 
appreciable increase of farm labor, 
which is accounted for by the an­ 
ticipated increase in cotton acreage 
in that portion of the state. 
It is 
reported that some five to eight 
thousand persons have moved into 
these counties within the last few 
months, and that a larger number 
of competent cotton growers are in 
these counties 
than 
ever 
before. 
Large numbers 
of tenant 
houses 
have been built, and reports say 
that many more could be used. Sev­ 
eral south and southwest counties 
are turning more attention to fruit, 
dairying and poultry raising to les­ 
sen the labor demand, the report 
continued. 
Those leaving from all sections 
are reported in many cases as men 
who returned from the cities after 
the war. 
In some localities the 
younger men are reported as nearly 
all gone, leaving only the owners, 
and these mostly old men. 
The 
complaint is often heard, the report 
says, that men will not w’ork for the 
wages offered, and that the farms 
cannot be organized upon an eight 
hour basis. 
The report shows that 
there are 21,000 farm houses vacant 
in the state.
